Martin W arn, manager J the 
Cairo Evening Citizen, was asked 
by a New Jersey firm for details 
on industrial possibilities of Cairo. 
Other requests for information 
came from two firms in Florida, 
one in Colorado and one in Wheel­ 
ing, West Va. 
The program also evoked some 
humor in Cairo. 
Sidney Rosenberg appeared on 
the program and discussed a de­ 
cline in his beauty khop business. 
The next day he received a CARE 
package containing a bag of rice, 
corn, some wheat and an all-day 
sucker. 
Mast Cairo area residents who 
viewed the program said it was 
good publicity for the city of about 
10,000 population. An estimated 17 
per cent of the labor farce in the 
Cairo area is unemployed.

Chemical sources charged by sol­ 
ar batteries furnish the power to 
radio information back to earth. 
Dr. Alexander Markov, an ex­ 
pert in physics and mathematics, 
wrote in Komsamoiskaya Pravda 
that after the first Venus probe, 
other rockets would carry auto­ 
matic instruments to the planet 
itself to send back information 
about its atmosphere, surface and 
flora and fauna if they exist. 
Prof. Ari Stemfeld, Soviet space 
scientist, 
predicted t he 
station 
would rendezvous with Venus at 
about 26 million miles out in space 
between May 15 and 31. 
(The U.S. 
Naval Observatory 
said Venus would be 42.9 million 
miles away on May 20.)

Use of the silver by the AEC 
16 years after World War II end­ 
ed came to light during research 
by aides to Sen. Jacob K. Javits, 
R-N Y., on the international bali­ 
enee of payments problem. 
Javits, a member of the Senate 
Banking Committee, today made 
public a letter from the AEC ex­ 
plaining its use of Treasury silver. 
During World War n, the Man­ 
hattan Engineering District—war­ 
time predecessor to the AEC and 
developer of the atomic bom b- 
borrowed

Treasury 
427,814,149 ounces of silver valued 
at over $520 million. 
Because of a copper shortage, 
the silver was used in bars and 
coils installed in the electromag 
ne tic separations plant at Oak 
Ridge. 
Since the end of World War n 
the AEC has returned 363,062,832 
ounces of silver to the Treasury 
but retains 64,751,316 ounces val­ 
ued at $59.6 million. 
This silver on hand is still in 
coils, some of which are being 
used in the stable isotope pro­ 
gram, with the remainder being 
held for future use or return to 
the Treasury,” the AEC said in 
its letter to Javits.

Other informants, quoting rela­ 
tives of Cuban exiles, claim some 
of these refugees are operating in 
Sierra d ista l in the Oriente range 
about 50 miles north of the pro 
vincial capital, Santiago. This is 
where Fidel’s brother, Raul Cag 
tro opened the second front against 
ex-President Fulgeneio Batista. 
Sierra d ista l is about 75 miles 
northwest of Baracoa, which would 
give the invaders a formidable 
march to reach a new insurgent 
fornt, if one exists.

Listen To 
Heart Cry 
For Help 


PHILADELPHIA (ZF—Im it pos­ 
sible that before a person suffers 
a heart attack the organ may send 
out a cry for help which foe* un­ 
heard 
because the sound kl in­ 
audible to the physician’s steth­ 
oscope? 
Physicians at Hahnemann Med­ 
ical College and Hospital believe 
this is possible. They are conduct­ 
ing experiments along these lines 
The hospital reported today that 
tests are being made on more than 
500 patients with electronic micro­ 
phones, designed to detect sub­ 
sonic sounds. 
The experiments are being con­ 
ducted by a team headed by Dr. 
Danial Mason and Dr. Joseph F. 
Uricchio. 
The physicians, by applying an 
ultra-sensitive microphone to the 
chest wall, have been able to pick 
up heart sounds In the range and 
intensity of I to 50 cycles per sec­ 
ond Most of these sounds are in­ 
audible to the normal human ear 
with a stethoscope. 
Researchers report the sounds 
form what appears to be a stand­ 
ard pattern in normally function­ 
ing hearts. The pattern varies only 
with progressive age. Researchers, 
therefore, have been able to set up 
normal patterns for age groups. 
It Is hoped that this method 
eventually will permit physicians 
to detect departures from this 
norm in seemingly healthy indi­ 
viduals whose heart malfunction is 
hidden or Incipient.

West Germany is, of course, the 
second most prosperous nation in the 
West and it is altogether fitting that it 
should help the United States to ease its 
current international economic difficul­ 
ties. 
The Germans are now offering that 
assistance on terms which seem reason­ 
able for this country to accept. 
Late last fall an American mission 
to the Bonn government failed to attain 
agreement, reportedly because it insist­ 
ed 
on 
certain 
unrealistic 
features. 
Whatever was proposed, the Germans 
rejected it and nothing was gained. 
Now the Germans are suggesting on 
their own initiative most of the things 
they wanted to propose at that time. 
To ease America’s balance of pay­ 
ments deficit, they would prepay all 
but 200 million dollars postwar debt to 
us. They would toss in 250 million ad­ 
vance on German arms purchases to be 
made here. 
On top of this. Bonn would up its 
NATO contribution for certain pur­ 
i n e s by 12 million dollars and allot 
funds for still more arms purchases. 
It would likewise give thought to tak­ 
ing over some foreign development 
projects currently supported by this 
country*. 


In the highly technical field of in­ 
terest rates and gobi flow, the Germans 
would try to help, too. They would 
maintain their present restrictions on 
the conversion of German dollar re­ 
serves into gold. The dollars-into-gold 
trend in Europe has been the major 
sore spot for America. 
Bonn would hold the German bank 
rate at 3 per cent in an effort to dis­ 
courage short term investors. Another 
troubling factor has been the flow of 
dollars abroad in response to the at­ 
tractions of high interest rates. 
These measures, matched against 
nearly a score proposed by the Ken­ 
nedy administration for general appli­ 
cation ta our international payments 
situation, could be extremely bene­ 
ficial. 
It is important to get past this up­ 
setting phase in our foreign economic 
affairs so that we can work more con­ 
structively 
abroad 
on 
development 
projects. 
In that work we need the enlarged 
participation of prosperous West Ger­ 
many. For that reason it would be well 
if we can reach a quick and amicable 
accord with Bonn on the loan and pay­ 
ments proposals it has now presented.

President Kennedy’s ham or is of 
the quiet type. He often plays it 
deadpan, or with a sly smile and 
a twinkle in his eye. It is a quick 
wit that invokes chuckles, not loud 
guffaws. 
Already there is a good collection 
of Kennedy cracks on record, and 
the file is going to grow. So far, it 
hasn’t gotten him into any trouble 
and you can hope it never does. 
Here are a few of his rib ticklers 
to try on your own funny bone: 
When criticism was at its height 
over the appointment of brother 
Bobby as youngest attorney gener­ 
al in U.S. history, the President 
cracked before the Alfalfa Club in 
Washington:
